McGLORY KNOCKED OUT. 


He Was Pitted Against the Pacific Coast 


Champion. 


Ed. McGlory, a member of the New 


England Telephone company's force of 
linemen who have been at work In this 
city for several weeks, took part in a 
sparring contest, or prize fight, at Holyoke 
last night under the auspices of the Paper 
City Athletic club. There were three 
fights on the program.

Thomas Hunter, the time keeper of the 
club, kept track of the rounds. The ring, 
which was twenty feet square, was 
pitched on the stage. Mr. Sheehan cau- 
tione'd the spectators against disorder and 
said the charter doesn't authorize a boxer 
to kill his man.

'Ed' McGlory was to have held up Hoi- 
yoke's end against 'Jack' McDonoughof 
St. Paul, Minn., but MoDonough couldn't 
come, and without any one knowing it 
but the referee, 'Dick' Burley of San 
Jose, Cal., was substituted. 
Burley was 


introduced as MoDonough and those who 
had bets on the match didn't know that 
the champion of the Pacific coast was 
rung In on them. Burley finished off his 
man about as quickly as he himself was 
knocked out by Peter Maher in 1883. He 
was taller than McGlory but of about the 
same weight. When they entered the 
ring Burley began a running commentary 
on what he was going to do to McGlory. 
'Just look at this one,' he would say, and 
then he would slam him with his long 
arms that worked like wind-mills. After 
a dozen or more of these McGlory was 
knocked down with a right-hand sweep 
and the men were sent to their corners to 
save McGlory punishment, but In the 
second round Burley knocked him down 
and out. On being carried to his corner 
McGlory was found to have dislocated his 
ankle.

Delight a Large and Brilliant 


Audience Last 


Night. 


THE CONCERT AT WIUIAMSTOM 


Professor Mlerzke and hi* Chorus With 


Professional 
Artists Give a 


Successful Entertainment. 


Highly Complimented. 


The concert given last evening at Wil- 


liamstown in the Thompson, entertain- 
ment course was thoroughly gratifying, 
both to the audtience and to the musical 
director, and must be regarded as a re- 
markably successful musical event in 
every respect. 


The Congregational church was filled 


with an audience made up of Williams- 
town people with a sprinkling of North 
Adams and Blackinton people, the college 
students perhaps predominating in regard 
to numbers. It was one of the pleasant- 
cat, most agreeable and most intelligently 
appreciative audiences that could have 
been desired by the director, the choir and 
the soloists, each of whom received its 
deserved share of the discriminating ap- 
proval. 


Tbe concert was the same as that given 


the previous evening in North Adams by 
the Congregational church choir, Mme. 
Monteith, soprano; Miles R. Bracewell, 
bass and C. H. H. Booth, organist, under 
the direction of Prof. Mietzke. There 
was no change in the program from that 
of the night before with the exception 
that it was found necessary to omit one of 
the organ solos, owing to a peculiar rule 
of the Thompson course which places a 
lime limit of halt-past nine for all enter- 
tainments. 


Mr. Booth's finely rendered solos were 


more appreciated than organ solos usually 
are by mixed audiences. The highest ap- 
preciation of organ performances should 
never be expected excepting at organ re- 
citals where are naturally gathered only 
those who understand and have a special 
taste for organ music; the same may per- 
haps be said with a greater or lesser de- 
gree of force of any single rryisical instru- 
ment, but it is peculiarly true of the or- 
gan. Mme. Monteith was well received' 
and sang even better tlian on the evening 
before, the auditorium in its acoustic prop- 
erties seeming to give better oppor- 
tunities for her cultivated voice. This 
was especially noticeable in the combined 
solo and chorus work Which was doubtless 
in part due to opportunity afforded her 
by the previous concert for adapting her 
voice to the chorus. This was evident in 
her beautiful and artistic singing with the 
magnificent choral rendering of the "In. 
flammatus." 
She was frequently en- 


cored. 


Mr. Bracewell, always popular either on 


the singers' platform or off, and a univer- 
sal favorite among ftti who kbow him, 
was given the heartiest kind of a hearty 
welcome last night. 
He was perhaps 


slightly effected by a cold though it was 
not shown in his singing at all, only In an 
occasional clearing of the throat before 
singing. Whatever trouble he was exper- 
iencing from a cold he very skillfully mas- 
tered and did net permit it in anyway to 
mar the rich quality of his rare bass voice. 
He captured his audience at once by his 
rendering of "O Thou Sublime Evening 
Star." and from that time on it seemed as 
though the listeners could not 
have 


enough of him. Mr. Bracewell's platform 
manner is exceedingly unaffected and 
pleasing and has much to do with the 
popularity he quickly wins even with an 
audience of strangers. His reception last 
evening amounted to an ovation. 


But the grand thing of the evening was 


of course the choral work. It was superb. 
The chorus, large as it was, was remarka- 
bly well balanced and regardless of its 
numbers held itself in nuch control as 
might be expected perhaps from a double 
quartet, but would hardly be looked for in 
a collection of fifty non-professional sing- 
ers. It showed skillful training and was a 
pronounced credit to its director. 
And 


perhaps it is not out of piace to say, for it 
certainly is true, that not only from a 
musical standpoint but in appearance and 
manner the chorus and its reception m 
our cultured neighboring town were de- 
serving tbe pride of North Adaais. 


Prof. Mieteke received numerous con- 


gratulations upon the success of the con- 
cert many, among them President Garten 
regarding it as the finest concert of the 
kind ever given in Williamstown. The 
visitors wore carried over to the concert 
and back by two plectnc cars, which were 
well filled, malting a sort ot "trolley 
party" aflair of it, which was tbe next 
best thing if not in some respects superior 
to a jolly sleigh-ride.

THE COLLEGE TAX. 


An Important Issue Has Been 


Reached at Williams- 


town. 


PROPERTY ASSESSED TWO YEARS. 


The Tax Paid Under Protest. The Asses, 


sors Cited to Appear Before the Su- 


preme Court. Beth Sides Con- 


fident of Success. 


There is mush interest in Williamstown 


on the subject of taxing college property, 
which was begun in 1891 and repeated in 
1896. 


For years there has been on the part of 


the people of Williamstown a feeling that 
some of the college property should be 
taxed. So far as known, no one wants the 
college buildings or other property used 
directly for educational purposes assessed, 
but the tax payers feel that the practice 
of exempting all property which the col- 
lege sees fit to purchase has gone far 
enough and that it is high time that the 
corporation should assume at least a share 
of the town's tax burden. 


This feeling has been growing for some 


years, and has been stimulated by the 
frequent purchase by the college of prop- 
erty that had been taxed, and the imme- 
diate removal of such property from the 
list of taxable real estate. The college 
owns a farm and a good number of houses 
and lots in the village, which the citizens 
feel cannot be properly classed as college 
property, in the sense that should exempt 
it from taxation. 


No assessment, however, was ever 


made 
on 
any 
of 
this 
property 


till 
1894, 
when 
tbe 
board 
of 


assessors, composed of John B. Water- 
man, C. C. Phelps and John Navin, con- 
cluded that the time had come to depart 
from the old methods and make a test 
case. They therefore assessed some of 
the property owned by the college and 
the tax amounted to about $400. This was 
paid under protest, but the year went by 
and nothing was done about it. In the 
spring of 1S95 the assessors who had 
taken this step were re-elected. This was 
taken as an endorsement of their course 
and last year more college property was 
assessed, the tax amounting to over $600. 


This was also paid under protest, and 


now the college, evidently convinced that 
the town means business, has taken steps 
to ascertain whether such taxation can be 
enforced under the law. Tbe case has 
been placed in the hands of Hon. Marshall 
Wilcox of Pittsfield and the assessors 
have been cited to appear before the 
supreme court at Pittitteld in February. 
The assessors have employed counsel and 
they state that they are fully prepared to 
meet the issue. 


The ease is one of exceptional interest, 


as it bids fair to settle the question 
whether such college property as has 
been assessed is legally taxable or not. 
The sentiment of the town in favor 
of such taxation is 
said 
to 
be 


very strong 
and 
to 
be 
shared 


by many of the college alumni who 
own property in Williamstown. The as- 
sessors claim that the college denies an in- 
come from the property assessed, and 
that'the law makes such property taxable. 
They say that Amherst college pays two 
taxes on similar property without objec- 
tion as does also the Moody school at 
Nortbfield, and they think it about time 
that Williams college, which is acquiring 
valuable real estate at frequent intervals, 
should wheel into line and bear a share of 
the public burden, especially when it de- 
mands liberal appropriations for highways 
and other town improvements. 


The college authorities feel that they 


have the law on their side and they will 
be able to show that all property owned 
by the corporation is used for purposes 
which exempt it from taxation under the 
law. The result of tbe controversy will 
be awaited with uncommon interest in 
Williamstown and elsewhere, not on ac- 
count of the money at stake, but because 
of the principle involved.

Mr. Starks says she has led a 
very even and peaceful life, being strictly 
regular in her habits, and shu has cer- 
tainly bad an unusually extended and 
happy career. She has alna.ys been very 
industrious, and even at her advanced age 
she still finds pleasure in plying her nee- 
dles. Her husband has been dead for 
many years and she now lives with a son 
at Plainfield village. She is comfortably 
circumstanced and for years the fruit of 
her ceaseless knitting needles has been 
sold and the proceeds have been donated 
to tbe missionary cause, in which Mrs. 
Atkins baa always taken a keen interest. 


Many years ago Mrs. Atkins was afflict- 


ed by tbe loss of her voice and lor a long 
time she could not speak above a whisperi 
but of late years this trouble has almost 
entirely passed away and today she is a 
remarkable example of preserved physi- 
cal vigor. 
She is widely known all 


through the section where her life has 
been passed and is greatly respected and 
esteemed. It is the wish ot all who know 
her that she may live to celebrate her 
centennial, as there is at present every 
prospect of her doing.

RAILROAD WRECK. 


Four Cars Smashed to Pieces In 


the Fltchburg Railroad 


'Yard. 


BROKE IS TWO AND TELESCOPED. 


Considerable Damage Done but No Person 


Injured. 
Wrecking Train Called

The Tracks Cleared In 


a Few Hours.

An accident which caused considerable 


loss to tbe Fitchburg railroad company 
occurred in tbe local yard this morning. 
It happened some distance east of the 
depot near where the Boston & -Albany 
railroad track runs under the Fitchburg 
tracks. Freight train 213 in charge of 
Conductor Skeeles was the unlucky train. 
Somewhere west of the tunnel, it is be- 
lieved, the train broke in two and tbe 
head end was brought to a stand still as it 
approached the depot. The detached 
part ran into the station 
part 
with 


terrific 
force 
and

havoc. Four cars were smashed, some 
of them into the "kindling wood" so often 
talked about. The cars were loaded with 
general merchandise and their contents 
were scattered all over the embankment 
and track. There are signs that the cars 
left the track and ran that way for some 
distance. The marks of the wheels are 
clearly seen upon the ties and the frozen 
ground. Little damage was done to the 
track. A few bolts were pulled out and 
some were broken, but beyond that there 
was very little injury. The cars left the 
track to the north side. The accident 
happened about 4.30 o'clock. 


The train was from Fitchburg and tbe 


gang in charge of it would have stopped 
at Williamstown. Luckily no one was in- 
jnred. Several got a good shaking up. 
As soon as the accident was reported a 
wrecking train was dispatched to the scene 
and the head of the unfortunate freight 
proceeded. 
The wrecking train gang 


worked hard and in a few hours had the 
greater part of the wreckage removed. 
The tracks were clear again about 11 
o'clock and traffic was resumed. 


The contents of the wrecked cars were 


of a very miscellaneous nature. There 
was a lot of expensive stationery and a 
large quantity of fine paper in large sheets 
in one car. There were several hundred8 
of paper in pads. There was some light 
machinery and a large number of small 
empty kegs similar to those in which 
paint Is packed. There were some sew- 
ing machines and much soap. The paper 
was damaged by dirt and the other arti- 
cles were damaged too. Some of the 
frailest of the contents, though, came out 
all right while the cars in which they 
were being transported were smashed to 
small pieces. The wreck was one of the 
wont that has happened here in some 
time. 


A TOUCHING TRIBUTE. 


Paid by Evangelist D. L. Moody to His 


Dead Mother. 


The funeral of Mrs. Betsy Moody, mother 


of the world renowned Evangelist, D wight 
L. Moody, occurred at East Northfleld 
yesterday. The sermon was preached by 
Rev. Dr. Scofield, and then fol'dwed tbe 
extremely touching part of the service. 
Dwight L. Moody stepped to the casket 
carrying the large old leather covered 
Bible belonging to his mother, and paid 
an eloquent tribute to the dead woman. 
Mr. Moody was much affected, and there 
was,not a dry eye in the large audience as 
the evangelist told of the pri vatic n which 
Mrs. Moody endured during the years fol- 
lowing her husband's death, and the her. 
oism which she always displayed. He 
said: 


"I esteem it a great honor to be a son of 


such a mother. I don't know where to 
begin when I try to enumerate her virtues. 
She was an extremely wise woman. Her 
nine children all loved her. They could 
do nothing else. I have traveled a great 
deal and met many mothers, but never 
one like her. Her judgment and tact 
were strong traits, and she managed her 
children in such a way that they were al- 
ways led rather than driven. We were 
homesick when away from our humble 
home, because she made it such a lovely 
place to be in. She kept her griefs to her- 
self and gave us of her joys. The first 
year after father died she wept herself to 
sleep many a night, but her cheerful na- 
ture returned with the morning. We never 
knew of those hours of grief until later 
years. It was impossible to know of any 
special fondness which she might have 
for any one child. We were all indis- 
pensable to her happiness. I think it in 
a great thing to be a son of such a woman, 
and I am proud to stand up here and 
praise her life. To yon older citizens ot 
Northfield 1 want to tell how she appre- 
ciated your kindnesses to her and to us 
after father died. When the creditors 
came and took all we had, we had to stay 
in bed until school time because there 
was no wood to kindle a fire. Mother 
taught us that poverty was no disgrace. 
We all helped to keep the wolf from tbe 
door in those early days. I earned my 
first money tending cows, getting a penny 
a week." 


D» Moody then told of his meeting with 


his mother Saturday night a few hours 
before her death. He had not planned to 
leave New York that day until 4 p. in. 
He changed his mind and left tbe city at 
noon, and reached his mother's bedside in 
time to be recognized by her. He then 
read from the old family Bible several 
favorite selections. 
He thanked the 


scholars of the seminary and of the boys' 
school for their attendance. 
He had 


ordered that bis mother should hi; buried 
with 
h<>r face toward Hermon. 
He 


thanked Dr. Scofield for his addrebs, and 
then, turning to the face of his dead 
mother said: " God bless you mother, we 
love yon still. I am glad to have had this 
dear mother so many years." He then 
offered a touching prayer. The congre- 
gation then sang the recessional, " The 
Christian's Good Night," and the service 
closed. 


The body was escorted by the Mount 


Hermon students to the grave in the new 
lot adjoining tbe Northfleld cemetery, 
where the burial took place.

CUBA'S HOPR. 


At last the United States congress Is 


about to bid the patriots of Cuba to hope. 
The spirit of freedom yesterday found ex- 
pression in the United States senate, and 
not only sympathy was expressed but 
Cuba's independence was hoped for. 


This country will no longer look with 


favor on the continuance of an exhaust- 
ing and bloody struggle of tyranny against 
tbe freedom-loving people of an Ameri- 
can domain. Spain received her hardest 
blow m the fight against Cuba in the ac- 
tion taken by the senate committee yes- 
terday, and Cuban patriots received their 
greatest re-enforcement—the moral sup- 
port »nd encouragement of thta great na- 
tion 


It is time the Cuban war was termi- 


nated—at least, that Spain recognize her 
revolted subject as belligerents and treat 
them as such and not as criminal traitors. 


War is not only desolating Cuba, but the 


Spanish government is adding to that 
desolation by increasing the taxation to a 
degree that is unbearable, some would say 
horrible, for it largely confiscates the 
property of the people. 
Spain ha* just 


determined that Cuba shall pay * special 
war tax to put down the rebellion, but 
inasmuch as it is impossible to collect the 
present taxes, on account of their severity, 
the question is naturally asked what is the 
good? The levy will merely exaperate 
the Cubans and the Spaniards who own 
property on the island, to that degree of 
frenzy that will turn all of them against 
the mother country. The world-famous 
tax of the Duke of Alva, on sails, did as 
much to turn the rebellious Hollanders 
against Spain as the cruelties practiced by 
the Spaniard), but Spain never learns 
anything and therefore we are not sur- 
prised that she is adopting a similar sui- 
cidal poHcy In Cuba. 


A Havana correspondent writes; "Plan- 


tation work is entirely suspended in con- 
sequence of the continuous alarms and 
anxieties undergone by the greater num- 
ber of families, and the laborers have 
oome into the large towns, seeking safety 
and help, which it is impossible to supply. 
In certain districts many families owning 
plantations, farm* and cattle, which they 
bad leased, and depending on the rentals 
for income, are now, owing to the non- 
payment of rents, actually without the 
wherewithal to pay living expenses from 
day to day. How Is it possible to collect 
taxes from them?" 


Yes, it is time the bloody eceues and 


period of sickening desolation In Cuba 
were brought to a close.

ADAMS THRIFT.

There are some people, pessimists, per- 
haps, who say that they doubt if the board 
of trade will be of any bene9tto Pittslield. 
They say they fear that it will make of 
this beautiful Berkshire city "a second 
North Adams;" that in place of pleasant 
hordes and quiet summer residences, broad 
avenues, and shaded street*, we will come 
to have tall factories, tenement houses, 
and more or less a "machinery popula- 
tion." They are afraid that Pittsfleld, 
under the new influences will become a 
"factory city." 


The above extract from the Pittsfield 


letter in the Sunday Republican, indicates 
that our good friend, Correspondent Ly- 
man, has fallen at least temporarily, under 
the Influence of what is commonly termed 
"old fashioned New England conserva- 
tism." People who regard our new Imard 
of trade as a menace to a single Pittsfleld 
interest are not only pessimistic, but 
toolish. 
The conditions here and in 


North Adams are so utterly different, that 
by no stretch of the imagination can ono 
conceive of Pittsfleld becoming a "factory 
town" in the same sense that North Ad- 
ams is. As far as we are concerned, we 
would not feel sorry to have a few of the 
big North Adams industries located here, 
and we can imagine many worm things 
for our beloved city, than becoming a 
"factory town." But what we started to 
say was, that Pittsfleld has ample room 
for all the industries which are likely to 
desire to come here, without encroaching 
on the resident portion of the city and 
wtthent eliminating any of those delight- 
ful characteristics which make Pittsfleld 
such a desirable place of residence. The 
sentiment breathed In the above quota- 
tion, la the same spirit which for so many 
yean kept Pittsfleld far behind the times. 
Of late years this spirit has not boon so 
manifest, but the utterances of Corren. 
pondent Lyman show that it still exists. 
The new board of trade Is not going to 
locate foundries on Bait street, or line 
South street with rolling mills. What it 
does will be for the good and not to the 
detriment of tbeclty.andtbe "pessimists" 
who are expressing such sentiments as 
Mr. Lyman quotes, are simply showing on 
what narrow line* some people are built.

The Evening Post says 
Its antics are now dae to its failure to get 
the police printing, and what the Evening 
Post doesn't knpw about the low and 
despicable motives of greedy and grovell- 
ing minds is hardly worth knowing. 


Pittsfleld people are enjoying tbe novel 
light of a board of trade actually doing 
something. It is quietly at work through 
its board of directors, and matters which, 
although of a modest nature, are of im- 
portance to Pittsfleld, are being looked 
after as they should be. 
There are many 
ways In which it may aid In the advance- 
ment of Pittsfleld interests and it is grati- 
fying to see that it is grasping its oppor- 
tunities. We may anticipate a Judicious 
handling of the important matter of bet- 
ter railroad tacilities between this city 
and North Adams from a committee in- 
cluding James W. Hull, Henry A. Francis 
and Alderman Mills, and the committee 
to look up the matter of re-establishing 
a stage route between this city and Wil- 
liamstown is also made up of live and 
energetic men. 


But we can tell the New Haven people 
that the Boston and Albany stock can 
never be made to pay more than eight 
per cent, to them, tower passenger fares 
and no end of other concessions to the 
public wonld be insisted on by the people 
in advance of higher dividends. The road 
may then be worth far above |2 per f 1 of 
share capital to them, but wo doubt It, 
too.—Sprlngfleld Republican.

Fowlo's misdeeds came to light all at 


once. He lias been a successful real estate 
speculator, and a methodical one as well. 
The key to his embezzlements and for- 
geries was found in his pocket when 
taken from his desk In the firm's office. 
He was placed under arrest. 


Ou his person were found $30 in cash, a 


loaded revolver and two envelopes, on one 
of which he had written, "Private memo., 
Harry M. Fowle. To bejburned unopened 
in case of death." This led Chief Watts 
to belleTo that Fowle would have shot 
himself when arrested had he had the op- 
portunity or inclination. 


In the envelopes was found a detailed 


list of the amounts of the checks and sums 
of aash which he had taken from his uu- 
•usplcious employers. The total amount 
was 117,013.77. Here is Ills monthly state- 
ment*: June, '94, (2369.77; August, '94, 
11888.91; November, '94, (3895.31; Decem- 
ber, '94, and January, '85, $2177.72; Febru- 
ary, '95, $1043.64; March, '96, $3311.07; 
May. 
'95, $8703.77; June, '95, $8187.88; 


July, '95, $2889.36; August, '95, $3004.88; 
September, '95, $£586.78; October, '95,

The cash sums which he embezzled 


varied from $80 to $500 a mouth, or about 
$6000 In all. This will be a dead loss to 
the company, while on the other hand the 
banks will lose the greater portion of the 
forged amounts. These banks are located 
all over the country, and there are so 
many of them that no one will sustain a 
heavy loss. 


Bis Start In Crime. 


Fowle In October, 1893, stole a $100 


check, and then $30 in cash, being hard 1 
pressed for money. His success in this in- { 
stance led to repeated thefts, then forger- { 
lea. 
As ledger olerk for the firm he 


handled checks iu large numbers, and in 
the absence of the cashier, the cosh re- 
celpts, which, ai a rule, were paid in 
checks on banks. He was shrewd enough 
to credit customers on the ledger, al- 
though checks did not appear on the cash 
book. Treasurer Shepard of the company 
examined the accounts and books, but no 
errors were found until quite recently. 
Ifowle is also credited with forgeries by 
•tamping checks with the company's 
• 


(tamp and forging H. B. Shepard's signa- 
ture. 


Fowle opened an account at the Old 


Colony Trust company, depositing his 
check there, some checks needing indorse- j 
ments being cashed through other banks. 
An indorsed check presented at a bank 
I 


where the firm hud no account led to in- 
quiries. His employers know he was well 
to do, having come into possession of con- 
siderable property at the age of 21. Ha 
owns a house at Newton Center and Clif- 
ton; carried $15,000 life and $SJO,OOOaco 
dent insurance. 


Fowlo is married and has one child. As 


far as known he had no bad habits, but 
lived better than his $1000 salary would 
allow. The tell-tale check for $586.57 was 
drawn on the Lawrence National bank, 
with tho forged Indorsement. Fowle was 
very cool for a while, but finally oon-

SEVERE CENSURE 


Mtted Qul to Adr. 
.rkland by a Mis- 


sionary 11. Turloy. 


PlTTSBURO, Jan. CO—A letter was re- 


ceived here yesterday from Rev. David 
Metheiir, D.D., thn venerable missionary 
of the Reformed Presbyterian church at 
Mersiue, Asia Minor, which brings the 
cheering news of his personal safety. In 
this letter, tinted Dec. 81 last), Dr. Metheuy 
slutes that the U. S. cruiser Marblehead 
is now lying in tho Mediterranean sea, 
within sight of his home, and makes seri- 
ous charges of neglect of duty n gains t 
Admiral Kirklnml, of another cruiser, in 
not providing protection for American 
citizens. The letter in part is as follows: 


Those are fearful times in Turkey. 


While the signatory powers arc gazing on 
the scene, the Turks are destroying Chris- 
tinas by the thousands. Such awful bar- 
barities are a disgrace to all the nations 
that permit them. Truly we are kept in a 
dreadful stutu of -feeling. Then, too, it is 
evidently growing worse every day. 


While we are stirred to realize this be- 


fore our eyes, we are sure that God will 
still watch over us. After destroying all 
our outsklo work, the Turks attacked the 
work we carry on in our homes. This 
failing them, they attacked me personally, 
made all kinds of charges and insinuations 
against me, and denied mo every right 
they possibly could. I appealed to our 
government in vain. 


But a* time wont on, and our representa- 


tions bccamo more and more urgent, at 
last tho department of state ordered two 
craslers to come to Mersiue and examine 
our affairs and hear any complaints we 
wished to make. Admiral Klrkland, a 
bitter enemy of missions and mission- 
aries, made a cruise, but did not call at 
Hcrslne. We protested against the dis- 
crimination In calling at ports where he 
was neither needed nor sent. 


Consul Gibson took up tho matter with 


great vigor, and sent a protest to Wash- 
ington. 
The navy department ordered 


Klrkland to return from an Italian port 
to Mersine. He was, it is said, going to 
some European horse race. 80 he was 
angry at us because we stood in bis way, 
when we claimed our rights as United 
States citizens. Then, too, he was angry 
at the Turks for acting in such a manner 
as to call fur the intervention of tho 
United States government. 
He did not 


let us know tho orders given him from 
Washington, and we did not got the offi- 
cial letter telling us to present our claims. 


But God overrules all. The consul came 


from Bayroot and had a list of our eom- 


| plaints, and worked with great energy 


and firmness and prudence. The governor 
of the state was ordered on board the 
cruiser. He presented a list of complaints 
against me-personally, which were proved 
before his fnce, iu the presence of the 
naval consul, to be utterly untrue and 
preposterous. 
On the other hand, every 


claim I had made was substantiated and 
my points all grunted. 


Gomez's Death Rumored. 


HABAXA, Jan. 30.—There Is a rumor 


here thnt Maximo Gomez has died as a re- 
sult of his sickness. The friends of the in- 
surgents place no credence iu the rumor, 
and there is no confirmation of the report. 
Ic probably owes its origin to tho fact that 
the insurgents tried to bay a coffin at San 
Antonio de los Banos, and the conclusion 
that it was intended for the burial of the 
leader of the Cuban insurgents 
was 


jumped at. An engagement of some im- 
portance has undoubtedly taken place be- 
tween Gomez's forces and the pursuing 
columns of the Spaniards nt the planta- 
tion of Sau Lucia. The official report 
makes no statement of the result of the 
fight beyond asserting that the insurgents 
lost 21 killed and 90 wounded. The Span- 
ish losses are not stated. 


Well See About it 


LONDON, Jan. 30.—Lord Salisbury and 


Mr. Chamberlain have been considering 
the result of the inquiries into the records 
here, made on behalf of British Columbia, 
which shows that the United States has 
no right, under the Anglo-Russian treaty 
of 1835, to 8.000,000 sores of land opposite 
the Prince of Wales island, on the Paclflo 
coast, which is of strategic commercial 
value, and which the United States has 
usurped since buying Alaska. The rec- 
ords show that the Clarence strait, and 
not Portland inlet, is the correct bound- 
ary. It is suggested that the Canadian 
members of the Alaska boundary have 
been led into assuming tho correctness of 
the United States assumption.

Doesn't Speak Well For Boers. 


CAPB TOWN", Jan. SO.—A correspondent 


at Pretoria writes that the Reform union 
prisoners were set upon in the streets of 
tho Transvaal capital, while on their way 
to prison there. One of the American 
prisoners, apparently John H. Hammond, 
was flung down, trampled upon and 
bruised, amid the yells of the armed 
Boers. The aggressors were not arrested.
